SAFELY FROM WAR lONC 



Mj. ('. ("rosclie, former Parisian, 
nom of Montgomery, Ala., who. with 
tite.vife, went to Germany las^t sum 
mer on a visit to his old home, aad 
vho was detained there by tke Mid- 
den oatbreak ot the European war. 
has mi4e tha ratoA trip in aafetjr, 
and ia bow at Ua Immm In Mont- 
sonMry, after an evcBtM expericaee 
ivbroad. ' In a letter to his sons In Uiia 
city Mr. Groacbe says, in part: 

"I am very glad that I am honu 
a^ain. and I know that you are all 
glad too. Our trip, wliich we thought 
vould be a pleasant one, was rather 
a disappointment, not only to us, but 
to thousands of other Americans. 

"We were verj' lucky to get back 
on a Hollaad steamer, but thousands 
:»re on the other side yet aw aiting for a 
ohance to get over. Our steamer, the 
'Nordani,' had MM passengers on 
and we arera packed in like 
in a koK. We had rather 
fair weather Cor the trip, bat had two 
days of atomt and ow old ship creak- 
ed pretty badly, and the waves wash- 
ed over the decks. We were stopped 
three times by English and Frencli 
warships, each time for about three 
hours, whe nlhey let us go. After 
teu days we reached the shore and 
we were surely glad. We had six 
priests and one Bishop on board and 
on Sunday we had three Maaaa In 
dUlerent diuins rooms. 

*We reached' pp heh a a FHday abovt 
t«ra o'clock and ramlned lliere until 
MoBday, and reaped Montgomery 
Taeaday night. On the way over we 
liad to sleep in different cabins, the 
men in one cabin and the women in 
another. While in the old country I 
helped to got tlie harve-st in. and 
faught a bad cold and am not yet 
quite over it. All Germany has had a 
rich harvest and fine weather to j;eL 
the crops in. The»e is no truth in 
the report that Germans are on the 
point of starvation, as the p r e aen t 
crops will last for &t least two years, 
hni they alraady have from 300,000 
to MOjMO R uMton , French, BngUah 
Mid B^^lan prlaoners to fteed. 

"We reached Hamburg on .Tuly 26, 
and on the 27th war was declared by 
Austria, and then the whole of Europe 
became involved. \N*- landed tirst in 
Hagen, at my si.ster s. and a week 
Jater we went to my old home, but 
after that traveling was very difficult. 
All the trains and roads were used by 
the military depaftMMIt. From the 
first day that war was declared 
aciaiiist rif anj antU the 19th day, 
JMtt tralM paaaed thvoagh Germany 
with floUiera, and hot one aeei* 
ocvrred. They have splendid 
At this time when I wHte 7, 
•••,000 men were under arma, three 
million reserves were ready to take 
the field at a moment's jiotice. and 
nearly two million volunteers ofiered 
their services, but were not called 
upon, as there was no room for them. 
No one in America has an idea of the 
spirit of war that firevails in Ger- 
many.

Bring Their Babies With Them, and 
Although Everything Is Done by 
Hand, Great Speed Is Attained 
in Loading Ship. 

Nagasaki, Japan.— -There is at least 

one place in the world where a woman 
may earn as much as a man for the 
tame labor and whfere the two sexes 
work side by side. This ia at Naga- 
saki, Japan. When a liner eomes 
Into 'port the passengers who have 
been viewing the beautiful harbor 
< bserve a fleet of barges laden with 
coal which are lying in wait near 
the anchorage, says a writer In the 
New York Times. On most of them 
are twenty to thirty men and women, 
the latter predominating. 

In contrast with the kimono-clad 
women you have seen at Tokyo and 
Yokohama and Kobe, these wear short 
skirts with doth stockings, and their 
heads are covered with thin cotton 
cloih bearing a peculiar Japanese de- 
sign in blue print. Some of them 
have babies with them, and as the 
ship draws near they hastily bind 
them on the backs of little girls and 
boys and make ready for work. 

In a trice, it seems, at each of the 
coal ports a pyramidal series of plat- 
forms is rigged up. the lowest leyel- be- 
ing Just above the deck of the barge. 
Then on each platform two women, 
or a man and a woman, take their po- 1 
slilon, while a lot of men hurry down 
to the bunkers of the ship to receive 
the 994kl t^/tei* i| has been passed in 
apd stow it away. Prom the end of 
the pliitjorni a double line extends to 
where men do nothing but throw a big |^ 
shovelful of coal in a shallow basket, \ 
which holds about a peck or a peck 
an<] a h&Tf 

The basket travels from hand to 
hand, but part of the effect of gravity 
Is overborne by the forward motion, 
for the receptacle does not stop from 
the time it is once in the air until it 
rtHches the ship's side. The empty 
basket is dropped with the same swing 
that discharges Its contents, and an 
old woman siting behind the nuui on 
the top platform does nothing but toss * 
the baskets to the barge below. 

Nagasaki has the name of being the ^ 
"fastest " coal port in the world, though | 
the labor here is all do^e by hand. 
An army captain tells of being on the 
transport Thomas at Nagasaki In 
April, 1912, when she took *ou '2,600 
tons in seven and a half hours:^

by Charles M. Schwab, the working 
out of which will mean a large public 
playground, mainly for Andrea of em- 
ployees of his plant. 

I^arly last spring Mr. Flickinger re- 
ceived permission to utilise a small 
plot of the steel company's ground 
and further permission to use any 
piping he wanted and could find on the 
Bethlehem Steel company scrap heap 
With this piping Mr. FUckinger 
pioced together horisontal bars, the 
superstructure for a brace of swings, 
flying rings, seesaws, a Maypole and 
sliding board and constructed a foun- 
tain basin and sand box. 

Reesntly Mr. Schwab chanced to 
pass by and was so pleased with the 
scheme that he immediately decided 
to elaborate on it. In order to obtain 
a larger space Mr. Schwab sold sev- 
eral of his houses in the vicinity, re- 
taining one which he will have re- 
modeled as a boys' clubhouse. Con- 
crete walks are to be laid aroind the 
newly enlarged grounds and more ap- 
paratus added.
